“FACE LIFTING” OF 
STORE BUILDING

Modérnization of one of the 
oldest business buildings in Up- 
land is assured today. 

The Odd Fellows lodge, owner 
of the structure at 229 Second 
avenue, has authorized its trus- 
tees to give the structure a “face 
lifting” and to generally modern- 
ize the building. Actual work is 
to be started when the trustees 
and the building committee com- 
plete definite details. 

Erected more than 30 years 
ago, the first floor of the structure 
is occupied by the Meh! Hard- 
ware Co. Other than an addition 
of a third floor, no _ exterior 
changes have been made to the 
building since its erection. Inci- 
‘dentally, the Mehl company has 
been the lodge’s only tenants, the 
hardware firm occupying the 
structure soon after the building 
‘was completed. 

While the modernization plans 
have not ‘been completed, tenta- 
tive sketches call for replacing of 
the brick front with stucco and 
the addition of exterior lines in 
keeping with modern trends. A 
new roof is also to be placed on 
the structure. 

Trustees of the lodge are Gor- 
don C. Day, G. A. Brest and Wal- 
ter Allen. These three men and 
W. C. Cline and John W. Swoap 
make up the building committee.

Decision of the California Fruit Growers’ Exchange to 
increase its advertising assessment from 5 to 7 cents a box 
on summer citrus shipments is good news fer growers, con- 
gumers and shippers, as well as advertising mediums. That 
means increased sales, and hence greater grower income and 


modest prices to consumers. And it is clinching proof of 
the wisdom of the advertising program launched years ago 
by this citrus exchange. Throughout the depression de- 
cade, the exchange was the biggest single advertiser of food 


produets in the world. And, in a time when shrinking nation- 
al income caused millions to avoid so-called luxuries and re- 
strict themseves to the necessities of life, that co-operative’s 
expanding advertising increased sales each successive year— 
and thereby succeeded in changing the status of citrus fruits 
from an expensive luxury for the few to a healthful and 
cheap necessity for the tables of millions. Because of adver- 
tising, automobiles, once a prohibitively costly luxury, are 
also better and cheaper and more numerous today that in any 
boom year of the 20’s.

Enviable Record of Institution 
Told by Superintendent 
A. A. Aita 











As is the custom of the Upland 
Rotary club once a year, at the 
invitation of Dr. A. A. Aita, sup- 
erintendent of San Antonio Com- 
munity hospital, the meeting of 
the club was held at that valu- 
able community institution today 
noon, where a wonderful fried 
chicken dinner was’ served—im- 
pressing those present most fav- 
orably with that feature of the 
hospital service. 

At the plate of each Rotarian 
was a three-page mimeographed 
circular telling of the various ser- 
vices of the hospital and the ser- 
vices rendered there. About the 
most impressive statement in the 
long list of detailed information 
was that which said: “Our in- 
Stitutional death rate for 1939 
was 1.7 per cent. The average 
for the year of 1939 in class A 
hospitals was over 3 per cent”. 
Said Dr. Aita: “There are very 
few hospitals in the country that 
can boast of such a record as this 
one.” 

One of the most recent addi- 
tions to the hospital is a phar- 
macy, where a registered phar- 
macist is in charge. As further 
evidence that San Antonio Com- 
munity hospital is one of the best 
equipped in Southern California 
are laboratory and X-ray depart- 
ments, emergency room, nurses 
station, diet kitchen, laundry, sur- 
gery, labor room, and delivery 
room. In the latter room ulmost 
3000 babies have been delivered.
